the concrete lane from 21 to É0 neters vas startea. The exact 
dimensions of the extensions along the vestern and eastern sides ver€ 
not yet known. It was rather definitely determined that the vrideneá 
strips vould be covered vith a 30-crn concrete layer, while the inr/er 
strip was 40 crn thick. Grading work was done by laborere vorking 
by contract. 1 

2. On 24 August, concreting vork on the dispersal areas vas completed. 
The terrain which bordered on the concrete aprons was le veled by 
German workers and Soviet Air Force soldiers . 2

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16 . Ir mid-September , excavation work was under way on both sides of the 
concrete lane which was to be widened ón each side by a strip x/»5 
meters wide and 30 cm thick, 1 

17. In mid~September, concreting work was started on the connecting 
road between fuel dmp I and fuel dump II. The road was 5*5 meters 
wide and 15 cm thick. The connecting strir. to the north was o 
meters wide. 

18* Work was being done in two shifts on the concrete connectj.ng lane ^ . 
to the dispersal areas in the southwestern section of the field and m 
one shift on the dispersal areas and the connecting road from fuel 
ámp I to fuel dump II. From 1 September to 20 November, 43,000 cubic 
meters of cóncrete were still to be complet-ed including the extension 
stríps of the connecting lane A/B. It was doubted, however, whether 
the target could be met. 

19. The concrete lane to the southwest, idiich had previously been raentioned 
as auxiliary runway, fighter runway or connecting road A/B, was 

of fieially designated Connecting Lane a/B - Object No 103 . Widening 
work on this lane was decided in mid-September. According to the new 
plan, the eastern side was to be widened by 19 meters and the western 
side hy 20 meters, both strips vith a 30-cm-thick concrete oover. 

The conerete lane which branched off to the east from the southern 
end of the connecting lane was completed as far as the bend. The 
easterhmost dispersal area had the numerical designation 1, tne mioeue 
dispersal area had No 2, and the third one located just east of the 
ccmnecting lane had No 3. Dispersal areas Nos 1 and 2 were concreted 
by hand. The three dispersal areas along the western lane branching 
off from the south end of the connecting lane A/B had the Nos 4? u, 
and 6 for the southernmost, tre northeasterh one and the northwostern 
one respeeíively . ^ 

20. ln late August, no preparatory work for the construction ^of new^fuel 

dumps was obrerved. Two new dumps, one at the northern edge of Jagen 
(ferest sub-district) 157 and the other one near connecting lane A/E , 
will allegedly be built in 1955 • 4

The VEB Ing Tiefbau Erandenburg employed 1,212 workers at the fielc 
on 20 August and 1,178 on 31 Áugust. : 

In late August, concrete slabs were laid oh the terrain between the 
eoncrete proteetive wall and the containers in fuel dump I. Tiie^ 
roofs of the containers ^re to be ^given a proteetivelcoating of 
s.uaint, then were eover-«d with eartn^ including the concrete slabs. 
Et&sequently, grass.was to be sown/m the earth. Two tower-like 
deviceu projected on top of each contamer, above the space uetween 
the protective wall and^the container. One aperture was the 'entrance 
hatch and the other was the ventilation. The former was in a round 
concrete tower covered by a roof , A second fuel dump was scheduled 
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to ba built áppr óxiroat ely in the extension of the eastern taxxuay, 
between the runway and main taxiway, about 160 meters south Ox the 
main taxiway. A third fuel dump was planned to be constructed near 
the connecting lane A/B. Work had not yét started. 4 

In late Áugust, the buildings in the ammunition dump vrere stij-l 
vacant, The double doors were raeanwhile fitted. Small stone sheds 
with fire extinguishers we re seen in front of the buildings. The 
two low wooden buildings at the entrance to the aramunition dump 
were provided with stoves. The dump was guarded by civilxans. 

On 30 Áugust, about 30,000 bricks arrived and were unloaded on the 
freight station of the construction site. This was the first shipment 
of a large delivery from a brickyard near Zehdenick. The bricks were 
allegedly required for newly planned buildings the location of wiiich 
was still unknown . 


26. In late August and early September, cement, 
eontinuously arrivéd at the field.

In late August or early September, the decisi 
conneeting lane A/B became known. A northern 
meters and a southern strip of about 150 mete 
enlarged. Goncreting work was almost eompleted^^^^fe lane branching 
off from the southern end of connecting lane leading to the 

dispersal area in the east, The easternmost dï^JHH area was 
completed, while concreting work was still under way on^the middle 
dispersal area. Grading work continued on the concrete xane 
branching off to the west* Most of the workers were now employed 
on the concrete lane and the dispersal areas where 4 concrete 
mixers and 2 distributors were used, 

In mid-August, work was started on new clearings just south ox the 
connecting road between fuel dump I and fuel dump II, which runs^ 

156 meters south of and pstrallel to the taxiway. The first clearingí 
about 20 x 30 meters, was located about 175 meters east oí the Gross 
Doelln - Vietmannsdorf road. Allegedly a motor tractor station was 
to be estabíished there , The second clearing, about 15 x o0 meters, 
was located 50 meters farther to the east. A guardhouse was allegedly 
to be built there. 13 

The main building and four quartering buildings were vacant. One 
building was occupied by tlie air force cnnstruction company. Four 
painl^s from Templin were to be engaged to paint the rooms and 
floors of the buildings which were in poor condition. The temporary 
buildings south of the headquarters building which had housed the . 
workshops and storerooms were torn down. They had been buiit by the 
Soviet eonstruction staff and had later been turned over thethe 
Bauunion Brandenburg. The mentioned temporary buildings including 
those of the saw mill and the garage were allegedly transferred to 
Querf urt . 7 
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30. Since about 18 September, the air force construction company of 
l 60 to 200 men has been quartered In one of tbe heaaquar e 
buildings. The personnel were daily trucked to their construction 
sites at 0700 and returned at 1800. They were mainly engaged in 
grading work on the area north of the runway and between the ranway 
and taxiway. Top sáll from the swamp north of the runway was to be 
used in this grading work. The top soil was to be P 10 ^ U F ’ ^ 
dredgers and hauled to the-»iáe via a corduroy road which was to 

be built . 

31. In mid-September , the construction staff ordered that the individual 
construction projects were no longer to be desxgnated after their 
purpose, but only by their assigned numbers. U 

32. A railroad-man stated that, in August, 1,429 railroad cars with _ 
cament, gravel, timber, prefabricated barracks sectxons etc. arrxved 
for the airfield. 7 

33 On 22 September, no work was being done on the spur track whieh 

crosses the Gross Doelln road at kilometer marker 2.0, extends to 
the Zehdenick-Templin highway, and terminates in the marshy soii 
south of this road . 15

been eonfirmed. The reported transfer of temporary buildings to 
this eonstruction project with the designation Object No 542 ? which 
was taken over by the VEB Ing Tiefbau Brandenburg, appears possxble. 
The other eonstruction project between Torgelow and Eggesin is no 
airfield construction project but a project of the KV? Army for whlch 
the BVEB Ing Tiefbau Brandenburg was also contracted.

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10. Comment . This information is noteworthy, It is unknown for 
which purpose the materials will be used. Special attention will 
haire to be paid to the construction of underground installations and 
other protective installations at the field, 

11. Comment. This road begins at the northern edge of Jagen 162, 50X1 -HUM 

extends parallel to the taxiway toward the east as far as the 

northern edge of Jagen 157, where the second fuel dump is probably 
intended to be construeted. 


Comment . The ammunition in Jagen 103/104 and 115/116, 
southwest of Grunewald, is apnarently completed. No shipments to 
this dump have been reported so far. ^

The correctness of the information on the Utilization of 
the clearings cannot be verified. The construction of a guardhouse 
on 'the elearing covering an area of 15 x 60 meters ap^Dears dcubtful.

The numerical designations of the individual construction 
projects have not been determined. 

Comment . In July 1954, I ^ the construction 

of a railroad embankment which began approximately in Jagen 146 and 
extended. via Jagen 132 into Jagen 121 and 122. A second ammunition 
dump was allegedly to be constructed there. 
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
